The secretary of the 
treasure's report estimated a surplus 
fu" this year of $100,000.000. and sub- 
sequent reaultd seem to confirm this 
esnnrate. The committee therefore 
thought it was entirely scla to repeal 
the remainder of TTSJ revenue taxes, 
amounting to 368,000,000, and the tax 
on tea of 53,000,000, in the aggregate 
577,000,000, at this tine. This will 
still leave a surplus estimated upon 
this year's receipts and expenses of 
522,000,000 or 523,000,000 tor the year, 
while we will start upon the ne«;t fiscal 
year •crith $174,000,000 available cash 
in the treasury." 


Permanent Census Bureau. 


Washiugton, Jan. 31. — The house 


passed th-j bnl for the creation of a. 
permanent census bureau. The friends 
of the civil service la-w, -who were op- 
posed to making the employes of the 
bureau eligible for transfer or reten- 
tion, were overwhelmingly defeated. 
By the terms cf the bill the perma- 
nent organization will succeed 
the 


present temporary organisation July 
1, 1902, and all employes on the rolls 
upon the date of the passage of the 
act -will become eligible for transfer 
to other departments or retention in 
the permanent organization. The bill 
also provides for a manufacturing cen- 
sus In, 1S05 and for the collection ot 
certain special statistics annually. 
2a.r!y in the session a bill •was parsed 
for the prolfection of the lives of mia- 
ers in the territories. 


Philippines Debate. 


Washington. Jan, 31.—The session 


of the senate was entirely void of the 
tumultuous scenes which characterized 
the sessions of the past three days. 
After the Philippine tariff 
measure 


was taken np Mr. Tiliman delivered a 
speech devoted almost entirely to a. 
discussion of the part his state took 
in the war for the independence of the 
United States. Incidentally he refer- 
red occasionally to the pending bill, 
drains morals, as he said, lor the 
benefit o* the majority, that they 
might be appropriated to the Philip- 
pines.

buy is beef. There are three kinds ot 
roast of beef—the j>orterlibuse, or ten- 
derloin roast, -the erib and shoulder 
roasts. The first costs tbe most. It 
has a flat bone through.;. the middle, 
with a tenderloin on the underside 
and a length of meat and gristle be- 
yond the bone, called the; flank. This 
flank Is often'; cut off before/the roast 
is eoofeed and corned by the butcher 
or else is cat off after it is cooked and 
used with the odds and ends to make 
soup., In choosing this cut notice that 
the upper part is wide, the bone nar- 
row and the tenderloin nearly round 
when looked ut from .the side. The rib 
roast should be the first two or three 
ribs unless you have "money to barn," 
for as the number, of ribs increases the 
layers of fat end gristle widen, and 
.there is greater -waste as well as in- 
creased weight. 


Notice your cut well, and if you sec 


a water colored line crossing the meat 
don't buy it. The butcher-.will tell you 
it is fat. Don't believe hija, for when 
you get it borne and try to carve it you 
discover to your sorrow that it is gris- 
tle pure and simple that defies the 
sharpest knife and that a roast weigh- 
ing enough for two days' dinner will 
hardly do for one meal.
